Laat yaar tbe num- 
ber of horses sold aggregated HOC. the 
transactions repreaeuling nearly $150,- 
000 The horses are shipped there from 
the West and are disposed of to formers 
iu Lancaster and i>eighb:>ring counties, 
who fatten them throngh the winter and 
then sell them to the New York dealers. 
Prices are higher this year thau foi 
many years, aud dealers report good 
profits. The highest price realized was 
»287.50for Illinois stock, while tbe avei- 
age price was abont |134. A large busi- 
ness ia also done in buying and shipping 
hjiseg to the New York market, abo.uta 
thousand head being handled during the 
year.

tight to manufacture the only galvan- 
ized wire clothesline ever Invented.
